[Scope of the Claim] 
10 A switch comprising: 

a housing shaped like a box having an opening; 

a pair of a common terminal and an independent terminal, both 
disposed on a bottom face of the housing; 

a contacting segment, shaped like a coil spring and made from 
15 conductive material, having a first end shaped like a straight line and 
forming a fixed end of which tip has a fixed contact, and a second end shaped 
like letter U of which tip has a movable contact; and 
a lever rotatably held by the housing, 
wherein the fixed contact of the contacting segment is brought into 
20 contact with the common terminal, and the movable contact faces to the 
independent terminal with a clearance in between, and 

wherein rotation of the lever drives the contacting segment, so that 
the movable contact touches the independent terminal. 
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[Brief Description of the Drawings] 

Fig. 1 shows a perspective exploded view of a switch in accordance with 
an exemplary embodiment of the present utility model. 



Fig. 2 shows a sectional perspective view of a housing of the switch. 
Fig. 3 shows a perspective view illustrating a contacting mechanism of 
the switch.
